Rules  of  Order. 


I.  Business:  How  Brought  Forward. 

All  the  business  of  the  Conference  excepting  such  as  may  be  brought 
forward  b}7  the  President,  shall  be  introduced  by  motion. 

II.  Questions  of  Order. 

All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  by  the  President,  whose 
decision  shall  in  all  cases  prevail,  unless  overruled  by  an  appeal  to  the  Confer¬ 
ence  :  any  three  members  dissenting  from  the  President’s  judgment,  shall  have 
right  to  appeal  to  the  Conference. 

III.  Committees:  How  Appointed. 

The  President  shall  appoint  all  Committees  not  otherwise  specially 
ordered  by  the  Conference. 

IV.  Motions  reduced  to  Writing. 

All  motions  or  resolutions  introduced  by  any  member  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Secretary  or  any  member  request  it. 

V.  New  Motion. 

No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  entertained  till  the  one  under 
consideration  shall  be  disposed  of,  which  may  be  by  adoption  or  rejection,  unless 
one  of  the  following  motions  should  intervene ;  namely,  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on 
the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  given  time,  to  refer,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to 
amend :  and  these  motions  shall  give  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  placed. 

VI.  Rules  of  Discussion. 

Every  member  shall  have  a  right  to  speak  on  any  motion,  but  shall 
not  speak  more  than  five  minutes  at  any  one  time,  nor  more  than  once  on  any 
one  subject  until  all  have  spoken  who  desire  to  do  so,  unless  by  special  per¬ 
mission  of  the  Conference. 

VII.  Absence. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  Conference 
unless  he  be  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  To  Close  Discussion. 

It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  Conference,  when  he  thinks 
a  question  has  been  sufficiently  discussed,  to  move  that  the  question  be  taken 
without  further  debate,  and  if  the  motion  be  sustained  by  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  and  voting,  the  main  question  shall  then  be  put  without 
further  discussion.

GODAVERY  DISTRICT. 

Geo.  K.  Gilder,  Presiding  Elder . 

The  work  of  God  in  connection  with  the  four  circuits  embraced  in  the 
Godavery  District,  has  enjoyed  a  gratifying  measure  of  prosperity  throughout 
the  past  year,  notwithstanding  that  famine  dislocated  regular  missionary 
operations  in  more  than  one  centre. 

All  that  the  famine  thrust  on  us  as  precious  opportunity  have  served  to 
demonstrate  the  truth  that  He  who  is  “  glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in  praises, 
doing  wonders,”  can,  by  His  wisdom,  power  and  might,  make  the  most  adverse 
and  discouraging  circumstances  work  together  for  the  advancement  of  His 
Kingdom.  And  all  that  the  Famine,  in  divers  ways,  laid  on  us  as  augmented 
and  heavier  responsibility,  have  only  emphasised  the  existent  need  for  an  in¬ 
crease  to  our  little  band  of  Missionary  workers  in  the  District. 

While  looking  back  with  a  thankful  heart  upon  a  year  signalized  by 
special  mercies  and  manifold  tokens  for  good,  I  regret  exceedingly  that  the 
unusual  amount  of  work  occasioned  by  Famine  in  my  own  circuit,  and  the 
severe  strain  that  that  work  imposed,  have  made  it  impossible  for  me  to 
travel  through  the  District  during  the  year.  I  am  obliged  therefore  to  depend 
wholly  on  the  reports  of  my  brethren  for  a  representation  of  the  field.  It  is 
fitting  that  I  should  take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  my  indebtedness 
to  them  as  well  as  of  recording  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  cheerful  and 
considerate  readiness  with  which  each  one  has  strengthened  my  hands  all 
through  the  year,  both  in  this,  and  in  other  ways. 

Raipur  Circuit. — The  history  of  this  charge  calls  for  special  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  the  Divine  Goodness — although  we  still  reckon  ourselves  to  be  in  the 
day  of  small  things. 

It  is  barely  three  years,  since  we  were  led  to  occupy  Raipur  as  a  field  of 
labour.  We  commenced  work  with  a  small  day  school  of  four  children  in  a 
veranda  of  our  “  hired  house.”  But  He  who  led  us  into  this  field  has  unfailinglv 
stood  by  us  amid  all  the  vicissitudes  attendant  on  a  new  work,  manifesting  to 
us  in  a  variety  of  ways  that  it  was  His  holy  will  to  prosper  that  which  had  been 
begun  in  feebleness.  These  two  years,  we  have  been  systematically  preaching 
among  the  villages  round  about  Raipur — and  now  we  joy  with  the  joy  of 
harvest.  There  have  been  numerous  baptisms,  principally  among  the  Satndmis. 
These  converts,  who  have  come  over  in  families,  belong  to  villages  west  and 
north-west  of  Raipur,  from  seven  to  forty  miles  distant.  They  are  mostly 
farm  labourers.  A  few  of  them  own  fields  which  they  are  cultivating.  Some  of 
them,  since  receiving  baptism,  have  been  subjected  to  petty  persecution  from 
fellow-villagers,  but  we  are  thankful  to  be  able  to  report  that  they  are  standing 
firm.  Enquirers  are  many ;  we  are  however,  advisedly  holding  them  back. 

We  rejoice  over  these  accessions,  but  our  rejoicing  is  mingled  with  “  fear 
and  trembling.”  If  these  new  converts  must  be  followed  up  and  adequately 
cared  for— if,  besides,  those  tarrying  and  held  back  must  be  gathered— it  is 
imperative  that  we  should  have  a  larger  force  of  native  helpers,  and  that  an 
additional  missionary  should  be  appointed  to  this  circuit  speedily.  It  is  mani¬ 
festly  impossible  for  one  missionary,  to  whom  at  the  same  time  is  committed 
the  direction  of  an  enormous  District,  to  devote  himself  satisfactorily  to  this 
important  work. 
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Sironcha  Circuit. — Evangelistic  work  as  carried  on  in  the  villages,  where 
the  people  evince  a  decided  willingness  to  listen  to  the  Gospel  Message,  has  met 
with  a  check  this  year  owing  to  Famine  conditions.  Bros.  Madden  and  Luke 
have  had  their  hands  fully  engaged  in  various  forms  of  Relief  operations, 
which  have  prevented  them  leaving  headquarters  for  any  length  of  time. 

During  the  period  under  review,  the  church  has  added  somewhat  to  its 
membership.  There  are  two  day  schools  which  are  reported  as  being  in  good 
working  order.  Sundry  improvements  have  been  made  on  the  Mission  property  ; 
and  last,  but  not  least,  a  serviceable  place  of  worship  has  been  erected  in  the 
bazaar — supplying  a  long  and  greatly  felt  need. 

Jagdalpur  Circuit. — This  circuit  embraces  the  whole  of  Bastar.  We 
possess  a  commanding  position  in  Jagdalpur,  the  capital  of  the  Dependency,  from 
which  it  is  possible  for  aggressive  Gospel  influences  to  radiate  for  the  benefit  of 
the  aboriginal  peoples  inhabiting  the  country,  and  more  particularly  for  those 
children  of  the  forest — denizens  of  Bastar  jungle-clad  hills  and  lowlands — known 
as  Murias  and  Marias,  members  of  the  Gond  race,  a  simple  blithe  hearted  and 
accessible  people,  as  yet  untouched  by  the  Gospel. 

Work  in  this  circuit  has  been  successfully  maintained.  Bro.  Chendaya  has 
attended  faithfully  to  evangelistic  and  colportage  work,  both  in  Jagdalpur  town 
and  its  neighbourhood.  There  have  been  some  baptisms.  The  Boys’  orphan¬ 
age  in  Bro.  Francis’ care,  and  the  Girls’  orphanage  in  charge  of  Miss  Keess, 
who,  as  a  capable  volunteer  missionary  worker,  has  rendered  valuable  service, 
have  enjoyed  immunity  from  death  this  year.  Last  hot  season,  cholera 
raged  all  round  and  scores  fell  victims,  but  not  one  within  the  Mission  prem¬ 
ises  was  touched  by  this  dread  pestilence.  A  noteworthy  feature  about  both 
institutions  is,  that  eight  blind  boys  and  girls  are  taking  lessons  in  Garthwaite’s 
Series  of  Instruction  for  the  Blind  and  will  soon  be  able  to  read  the  Bible. 

In  regard  to  Industrial  work  there  is  much  to  encourage.  Eighty  acres  are 
in  rice  and  other  grains,  and  are  coming  on  well.  Bro.  Plumley  has  been  busy 
too,  with  a  number  of  building  and  other  enterprises,  all  of  which  have  materi¬ 
ally  improved  the  Mission  premises  and  property. 

Yellandu  Circuit. — Financially  this  circuit  has  done  well.  All  workers 
have  been  paid  regularly  and  in  full,  while  conference  collections  for  the  present 
year  have  all  been  met. 

The  membership  of  the  church  has  suffered  a  decrease  through  the  villages 
baptised  nearly  three  years  ago,  having  fallen  away — but  all  hope  of  reclaiming 
and  restoring  them  has  not  been  abandoned. 

Colportage  work  has  been  brisk.  There  has  been  a  remarkable  desire  for 
the  Scriptures  this  year.  Considering  the  paucity  of  readers  in  the  circuit,  sales 
have  been  most  encouraging. 

Bros.  Ward  and  Nursaya  have  devoted  considerable  time  to  translation 
work,  preparing  in  Telugu  several  tracts,  the  Discipline  and  “  Watson  on  the 
Sacraments.”  These  will  be  printed  at  our  Publishing  House  in  Madras,  and 
will  be  available  before  long.  Prospects  in  the  Industrial  department,  from  an 
agricultural  standpoint,  are  cheery.  Every  foot  of  tillable  land  is  in  crop.  The 
tanks  are  all  full.  Since  rain  fell,  the  outlook,  Bro  Ward  reports,  “  is  good  for 
about  Rs.  4,000  for  the  present  year,  besides  the  gifts  of  the  Christians.” 

Woman’s  Foreign  Missionary  Society’s  Work. 

Because  of  the  rapid  development  of  the  work  begun  early  in  the  year  by 
the  Society  in  Raipur  Miss  Blackmar  was  appointed  to  its  charge  during  the 
year,  by  Bishop  Thoburn.  Arriving  last  October,  she  has  taken  over  the 
several  forms  of  Woman’s  Work  that  awaited  her  management  and  supervi- 
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sion,  viz : — the  Girls’  Orphanage,  Widows’  Home,  village  and  city  work.  Miss 
Fuller  has  succeeded  Miss  Blackmar  at  Sironcha,  and  writes  enthusiastically 
of  the  openings  and  fine  opportunities  for  successful  Woman’s  Foreign 
Missionary  Society’s  work  in  that  interesting  section. 

Full  accounts  of  the  work  of  these  ladies  will  be  found  in  the  usual  Report 
of  the  Woman’s  Conference. 


HYDERABAD  DISTRICT. 

W.  L.  King,  Presiding  Elder. 

At  the  last  session  of  our  Annual  Conference  this  District  was  divided,  the 
greater  part  of  the  Kanarese  field  being  set  off  into  a  new  one.  As  at  present 
constituted  the  Hyderabad  District  is  a  compact  field  in  the  central  part  of 
the  Nizam’s  Dominions.  The  prevailing  vernaculars  are  Telugu  and  Hindu¬ 
stani,  but  we  have  a  good  variety  of  other  tongues. 

There  are  only  seven  conference  appointments.  Of  these  two  are  English 
and  the  rest  vernacular.  Of  the  seven  appointments,  five  are  in  Hyderabad  and 
Secunderabad.  The  outside  circuits  are  Bidar  and  Vikarabad.  These  circuits 
embrace  an  extensive  tract  of  country  and  a  large  population.  The  former  of 
these,  Bidar,  lies  on  the  border  line  between  the  Kanarese  and  Telugu  fields 
but  Kanarese  is  the  prevailing  tongue.  The  town  of  Bidar  is  favourably 
located  on  a  plateau  of  considerable  extent  and  overlooks  fertile  and  beautiful 
plains.  It  is  a  walled  city  whose  massive  gates  are  still  closed  each  night. 
It  is  a  strong  Mohamedan  center.  Our  work  here  has  been  opposed  in  many 
ways  and  yet  a  fair  measure  of  success  has  been  achieved.  Our  Christians 
have  for  the  most  part  proved  faithful.  The  present  year  has  been  a  hard  one 
for  them  on  account  of  high  prices  and  scarcity  of  labour  but  they  have  kept 
up  their  contributions  to  the  church,  a  small  community  having  given  about 
Rs.  18.  I  was  surprised  and  gratified  when  I  learned  they  had  done  so  well. 
From  this  community  of  less  than  75  including  children  and  youth,  two  have 
already  become  fairly  satisfactory  workers,  while  two  more  are  in  training  who 
will  probably  be  put  to  work  before  long.  There  have  been  but  few  baptisms 
during  the  year  but  the  attitude  of  the  people  towards  us  has  materially 
changed  so  that  they  now  listen  attentively  to  the  preaching  of  the  Word. 

The  regular  work  in  the  Vikarabad  circuit  has  been  much  broken  up  this 
year  by  the  famine  conditions  that  prevailed.  Bro.  Garden  and  his  native 
workers  were  compelled  to  give  up  touring  and  give  their  entire  time  to  supervis¬ 
ing  famine  relief  works.  The  number  enrolled  on  the  famine  relief  lists  rose 
to  above  1,200.  It  is  true  that  a  considerable  amount  of  definite  evangelistic 
work  was  done.  All  the  people  daily  heard  the  word  of  life  read  and  explained 
and  many  of  them  heard  for  the  first  time  the  voice  of  Christian  praise  and 
petition.  How  much  the  ultimate  spiritual  results  of  such  work  may  be  none 
can  tell.  Since  the  relief  works  closed  the  people  have  scattered  and  some  of 
them  have  gone  to  places  more  than  a  hundred  miles  distant.  It  is  possible 
that  in  their  distant  homes  they  may  be  found  in  the  future  treasuring  up  what 
they  have  learned  and  desiring  to  learn  more  of  the  way  of  life.  But  whatever 
the  future  results  may  be,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  year  of  prosperity  would 
have  witnessed  far  greater  immediate  results.  By  this  work  our  mission  pro¬ 
perty  has  been  materially  improved.  A  well  that  had  been  previously  begun 
has  been  completed,  some  new  buildings  erected  and  the  grounds  graded. 

In  August  Bro.  Garden  was  obliged  to  go  home  with  his  family.  We 
regretted  their  temporary  separation  from  the  work  but  trust  that  they  may 
return  in  renewed  health  to  carry  on  the  work.  The  vacant  post  at  Vikarabad 
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was  filled  by  the  transfer  of  Bro.  Batstone  from  the  English  church  in  Hydera¬ 
bad.  The  year  closes  with  the  work  in  good  condition.  We  have  a  good 
force  of  Native  workers  and  the  work  is  moving  on  very  well.  The  school  has 
been  reorganized.  It  has  six  classes  and  three  teachers.  The  number  of 
baptisms  during  the  year  has  been  rather  small,  owing  doubtless  to  famine 
conditions,  but  some  are  now  ready  for  baptism  and  there  is  a  good  number  of 
inquirers.  The  people  are  fairly  accessible  now  and  under  the  favourable 
temporal  conditions  that  we  may  expect,  very  considerable  accessions  may  be 
hoped  for  during  the  coming  year. 

There  is  nothing  of  special  moment  to  report  in  connection  with  our  work 
in  the  Hyderabad  Evangelistic  circuit.  The  public  services  have  been  fairly 
well  attended,  and  street  preaching,  colportage  and  Sunday-School  work  have 
’  been  carried  on  regularly.  There  have  been  quite  a  number  of  inquirers,  but 
we  have  not  baptized  any  of  them  as  we  did  not  believe  they  were  converted, 
and  without  genuine  conversion  we  feared  they  would  renounce  their  new 
faith  when  tried  by  the  persecution  that  would  be  sure  to  follow  their  baptism. 
We  need  a  larger  force  of  native  workers  and  we  need  a  good  mission  property. 
At  the  present  time  several  properties  are  for  sale  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to 
select  a  suitable  one.  We  have  a  large  and  important  field  here  that  calls  for 
a  large  force  of  consecrated  labourers.  This  great  city,  the  fourth  in  size  in 
the  Indian  Empire,  demands  more  attention  than  it  has  thus  far  received. 
Our  Mission  is  the  only  one  that  is  attempting  to  carry  the  gospel  to  the  mere 
than  120,000  people  within  the  walled  city  while  the  Mission  agency  at  work 
among  the  large  population  outside  is  manifestly  unequal  to  the  task.  Well 
may  >ve  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send  more  labourers  into  his  harvest. 
We  appeal  to  his  consecrated  stewards  to  give  us  the  material  equipment  we 
need  for  the  great  work  before  us. 

The  Hyderabad  City  School  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  walled  city. 
It  closes  the  year  with  132  on  the  roll.  Of  the  129  on  the  roll  at  the  end  of 
October,  21  are  Mohamedans,  80  Brahmins  and  28  lower  caste  Hindus.  The 
year  has  been  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  schools  m  point  of  attendance  and 
we  believe  the  examinations  just  held  will  show  that  it  has  been  the  best  also  in 
educational  results.  The  receipts  from  fees  have  been  in  advance  of  preceding 
years  having  averaged  over  H.  S.  Bs.  53  a  month.  The  improved  condition  in 
the  school  is  due  to  the  new  headmaster  who  has  worked  hard  and  intelligently 
to  bring  up  the  attendance  and  standing.  We  need  property  for  this  institution. 
The  Rev.  S.  P.  Jacobs  who  began  this  work  has  a  deep  interest  in  it  still  and 
is  trying  to  aid  it  materially.  To  this  end  he  has  dedicated  to  it  the  profits  of 
his  work  “  The  Real  Christian,”  a  book  that  is  having  a  large  sale.  We  trust 
that  others  may  supplement  Bro.  Jacob’s  gifts  with  what  will  be  needed  to 
give  this  institution  a  permanent  home.  The  unique  and  important  position 
this  school  occupies  in  the  midst  of  this  great  Mohamedan  stronghold 
should  appeal  strongly  to  those  who  desire  to  see  Christ’s  Kingdom  set  up  in 
Hyderabad. 

The  Hyderabad  English  Church  has  had  a  good  year  in  most  respects. 
The  amount  apportioned  on  pastor’s  salary  w’as  higher  than  for  many  years 
before  but  has  been  paid  regularly  and  in  full.  The  amount  contributed  to  our 
connectional  benevolences  is  higher  than  in  any  preceding  year.  The  church 
and  parsonage  have  both  been  repaired  and  improved.  New  furniture  has 
taken  the  place  of  some  of  the  old  in  the  parsonage  and  the  rest  has  been  put 
in  order.  The  congregations  have  been  good  and  the  prayer  meeting  well 
attended.  The  Sunday-School  has  been  larger  than  for  many  years  past. 
On  the  other  hand  the  class  meetings  and  the  Ep worth  League  have  not  been 
by  any  means  what  we  could  have  wished. 

In  August  Bro.  Batstone  who  was  in  his  fourth  year  on  this  charge  was 
necessarily  transferred  to  Vikarabad  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Bro.  Garden’s 
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return  to  America.  This  necessitated  my  taking  charge  for  the  balance  of  the 
year.  I  believe  this  church  has  been  gaining  ground  and  is  now  better  prepared 
than  for  many  years  past  to  engage  in  definite  soul-saving  work. 

The  Secunderabad  English  circuit  has  two  appointments  in  one  of  which 
the  work  has  been  encouraging,  while  in  the  other  there  has  been  opposition 
on  the  part  of  the  Ritualists  that  has  to  some  extent  hindered  our  work.  Some, 
however,  have  been  converted  and  we  do  not  anticipate  any  permanent 
hindrance  to  the  cause  of  vital  religion.  In  the  other  part  of  the  circuit  the 
Sunday-school  has  been  very  encouraging  and  the  congregations  are  good.  I 
believe  that  a  good  work  is  being  done.  It  looks  as  though  the  troublesome 
question  of  a  site  for  a  parsonage  would  soon  be  settled.  It  will  be  a  distinct 
gain  to  our  work  to  have  a  home  for  the  pastor. 

I  am  sorry  to  report  that  the  past  year  has  been  a  most  discouraging  one 
in  the  Secunderabad  Vernacular  circuit.  The  chief  difficulty  has  been  on  the 
score  of  workers.  Owing  to  circumstances  that  I  need  not  give,  Bro.  Shaw  was, 
shortly  after  the  last  session  of  our  Conference,  left  single  handed  and  up  to 
this  time  we  have  not  been  able  to  secure  suitable  workers.  Bro.  Shaw  has 
done  what  he  could  under  such  adverse  circumstances  but  has,  of  course,  been 
unable  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  circuit  that  he  has  been  seeking  to  develop. 

The  work  of  the  W.  F.  M.  Society  is  carried  on  in  Hyderabad,  Secunderabad 
and  Vikarabad.  Thus  far  the  Society  has  stationed  its  representatives  in 
Hyderabad  alone.  The  work  has  prospered  in  all  departments.  Miss  Wood 
was  obliged  to  return  to  America  early  in  the  year  for  a  short  furlough.  Since 
that  time  Miss  Evans  has  had  charge  of  both  Zenana  and  School  work.  The 
work  already  opened  up  at  Vikarabad  together  with  the  general  importance  of 
that  field  appeals  strongly  to  the  Society  for  more  than  financial  recognition. 
Bidar  also  offers  a  most  promising  field  for  medical  work  among  women  as  well 
as  for  school  and  Zenana  work. 

We  record  with  gratitude  the  many  hopeful  features  of  our  work.  The 
encouragements  far  exceed  the  discouragements.  God  has  been  very  good  to 
us  as  a  people.  Our  Missionary  band  has  not  been  broken  by  death  although 
there  has  been  considerable  sickness.  The  same  is  true  of  the  ranks  of  our 
Native  workers.  Very  few  of  our  people  have  died.  In  other  respects  too,  God 
has  been  very  good  to  us.  “  What  shall  we  render  unto  the  Lord  for  all  his 
benefits  to  us  ?”  I  trust  we  are  prepared  to  devote  ourselves  to  his  service 
with  greater  zeal  and  faithfulness  than  have  characterized  our  service  in  the 
past.  I  believe  the  plan  of  campaign  mapped  out  under  the  20th  Century 
Forward  Movement  is  appealing  to  many  of  our  people  and  am  hopeful  that 
the  first  year  of  the  new  century  will  witness  a  sweeping  revival  of  experimental 
religion  that  shall  transform  our  churches,  arouse  the  unsaved,  silence  the 
scoffer  and  rebuke  formality  and  unbelief.  May  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  send 
us  labourers,  increase  our  faith  and  encourage  us  to  expect  large  things  by 
opening  our  eyes  to  behold  the  forces  that  fight  for  us  and  then  “  do  for  us 
exceeding  abundantly  above  all  we  ask  or  think.” 


MADRAS  DISTRICT. 

J.  B.  Buttrick,  Presiding  Elder. 

In  reporting  the  work  on  this  District  for  the  past  year  I  must  first  of  all 
make  grateful  mention  of  God’s  perennial  goodness,  and  of  His  manifest  concern 
for  and  continuous  care  of  this  part  of  His  vineyard.  A  review  of  the  work 
and  the  workers  therein  engaged,  whilst  occasioning  heartfelt  thanksgiving  to 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  whose  we  are  and  whom  we  serve,  also  reminds  us 
that  the  field  we  work  is  intensely  needy  spiritually,  and  that,  as  co-workers 
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with  God,  we  not  only  can  accomplish  nothing  of  ourselves,  but,  without  a 
constant  abiding  in  Christ,  we  who  have  preached  to  others,  may  become 
castaways.  We  have  not  yet  reached  that  point  in  our  history  where  we  can 
dispense  with  the  foreign  missionary  to  supervise  and  lead  in  aggressive  evan¬ 
gelistic  work  among  the  non-Christian  multitudes  who  surround  us.  And  yet 
the  history  of  the  past  year  is  the  record  of  such  a  condition  of  work.  Some  of 
our  native  preachers  have  ceased  to  be  recognized  as  such  among  us,  having 
fallen  from  our  ranks  in  consequence  of  wrong  doing.  I  cannot  but  feel  that 
had  it  been  possible  to  give  more  supervision  together  with  spiritual  counsel 
and  help  to  our  Indian  brethren,  these  lapses  would  not  have  occurred.  But 
the  Presiding  Elder  has  not  been  free  for  the  District,  neither  has  there  been  a 
single  Missionary  on  the  District,  wholly  set  apart  for  vernacular  evangelistic 
work.  But  God  has  been  with  us,  and  has  glorified  Himself  in  vouchsafing 
some  measure  of  prosperity  to  His  work  committed  to  our  hands. 

English  Work. — There  are  several  encouraging  features  about  this  phase 
of  our  work  both  in  Madras  and  in  Bangalore.  There  has  been  no  great 
advance,  and  yet  we  have  not  lost  ground.  The  latter  may  seem  to  be  the  case 
if  we  study  Statistics.  The  membership  roll  of  the  Vepery  English  Circuit  had 
not  been  revised  for  several  years,  but  this  year  a  revision  has  occurred,  and 
the  statistics  show  a  considerable  decrease.  But  in  reality  there  has  been 
growth  of  the  congregation  at  each  appointment,  backsliders  have  been  reclaimed, 
souls  have  been  saved,  and  members  have  been  added  to  the  Church.  Under 
the  changing  conditions  of  the  English  communities  in  our  Indian  cities,  the 
membership  rolls  of  our  English  charges  require  to  be  carefully  looked  into  year 
by  year,  if  they  are  always  to  be  reliable  records.  In  Bangalore  congregations 
were  never  better  at  Bichrnond  Town  than  they  have  been  the  past  year,  and 
at  St.  John’s  Hill  the  time  seems  ripe  for  such  development  as  will  make  our 
cause  there  as  prosperous  as  at  Bichrnond  Town.  But  with  only  a  single 
Missionary  in  the  Station,  upon  whose  shoulders  are  the  burdens  of  every 
department  of  work,  time  cannot  be  given  to  secure  such  development.  It 
seems  to  me  that  every  important  phase  of  our  work  on  the  District  is  suffering, 
and  progress  is  being  retarded  because  of  lack  of  laborers. 

Vernacular  Work. — This  has  been  almost  entirely  in  sole  charge  of  our 
Indian  preachers,  and  on  each  Circuit  there  have  been  a  few  baptisms.  The 
aggregate  of  baptisms  considerably  exceeds  that  of  the  preceding  year.  And 
everywhere  willing  hearers  can  be  found.  Many  of  these  will  doubtless  before 
long,  if  persistent,  prayerful,  loving  labor  be  bestowed  to  win  them,  become 
sincere  enquirers,  and  ultimately  find  their  place  in  the  Christian  Church. 
Besults  are  being  better  conserved,  and  our  Native  Christian  communitv  is 
developing  spiritually.  The  Kanarese  Church  at  Kolar  is  still  in  the  forefront 
on  the  question  of  Pastoral  support.  It  is  also  doing  its  duty  in  other  direc¬ 
tions.  I  have  received  an  interesting  account  of  a  very  inspiring  service  which 
was  held  in  Kolar  on  the  Sunday  succeeding  District  Conference.  After  the 
sermon,  the  congregation  was  asked  how  much  each  one  was  prepared  to  sub¬ 
scribe  towards  the  erection  of  a  Church  building.  The  necessity  of  such  a 
building  has  long  been  felt,  the  present  hall,  within  the  mission  compound,  which 
is  used  as  a  place  of  worship,  being  very  unsuitable.  The  urgency  of  the  matter 
was  explained  to  the  people,  and  then  men,  women,  and  children  came  forward, 
and  promised  there  and  then  a  sum  which  totalled  up  to  Bs.  1,164  !  On  the 
following  day  other  Bs.  65  were  promised,  making  a  total  of  B.s.  1,229.  Bro. 
Noah  wrote  that  this  was  a  marked  day  in  the  history  of  the  Kolar  Church, 
and  that  it  seemed  to  be  a  repetition  of  the  spirit-filled  church  described  in 
Acts  iv.  31-37.  Certainly  it  was  a  remarkable  occasion,  and  one  of  rejoicing. 
With  a  dark  background  of  scarcity,  and  food  grains  almost  at  famine  prices, 
such  financial  enthusiasm  indicates  genuine  spirituality. 

Twentieth  Century  Forward  Movement. — This  Movement  was  inaugu¬ 
rated  on  this  District  by  Bishop  Warne  at  our  recent  District  Conference.  We 
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have  never  had  more  spiritual  times  at  District  conference  than  God  gave  us 
at  the  last  session.  Missionaries  and  Indian  brethren  alike  received  new 
spiritual  impetus,  and  fresh  anointing  for  holy  service.  It  has  seemed  to 
me  since  conference  closed  that  God  was  specially  fitting  us  to  be  leaders  in 
this  Twentieth  Century  Forward  Movement.  When  the  call  was  made  for 
volunteers  to  sign  the  Pledge  of  the  Movement,  without  hesitation  and 
with  sanctified  earnestness  thirty-one  workers  responded.  The  movement 
is  being  put  before  our  people  on  the  District,  and  I  gratefully  record  the 
readiness  with  which  many  are  becoming  active  workers  in  connection  there¬ 
with.  On  the  Vepery  English  Circuit  thirty-one  pledges  have  been  taken, 
and  I  trust  that  this  movement  will  mean  during  the  coming  year  such 
activity  in  soul  winning  on  every  circuit,  the  like  of  which  neither  preachers 
nor  laity  have  hitherto  known. 

Property. — We  seem  to  possess  too  much  property  on  this  District,  and 
yet  as  a  matter  of  fact  we  own  too  little.  Three  bungalows  have  been  without 
missionary  occupants  during  the  year,  and  yet  each  of  them  is  so  located  that 
were  a  missionary  appointed  to  each  station,  each  one  would  find  a  wide  and 
inviting  field  of  operations  all  around.  On  the  other  hand  we  very  much  need 
property  where  as  j^et  we  have  none,  or  have  not  sufficient.  The  demand  for 
additional  property  is  created  by  the  very  prosperity  of  the  Baldwin  High 
Schools  in  Bangalore.  We  require  dormitory  and  school  buildings  for  our 
Kanarese  girls  in  Kolar,  and  we  a,re  hoping  that  the  Executive  of  the  W. 
F.  M.  S.  will  see  to  this  need  being  supplied  at  no  distant  date.  In  Madras  our 
Vernacular  work  is  possessed  of  neither  home  for  missionary,  nor  church  build¬ 
ing  for  congregation,  nor  habitation  for  Boys’  Orphanage.  We  are  thus  rather 
seriously  disadvantaged,  and  it  is  cause  for  thanksgiving  to  God,  that,  under 
such  circumstances,  we  are  now,  in  some  measure,  being  enabled  to  conserve 
the  results  of  our  work. 

The  Statistics  show  an  increase  ip  the  value  of  property  on  the  District. 
This  is  because  of  a  more  recent  valuation  of  property  in  various  places.  The 
most  marked  increase  is  in  the  Kolar  field,  and  Bro.  Hollister  reports  it  to  grow 
out  of  the  fact  that  an  inventory  has  been  taken  of  growth  of  several  years  in 
farms  and  their  equipment  and  improved  condition,  and  in  buildings  and  equip¬ 
ment  of  the  Industrial  School ;  besides  increase  in  value  of  W.  F.  M.  S.  property. 
Whereas  our  property  of  the  Kolar  Mission  ten  years  ago  was  valued  at 
Rs.  80,000,  we  have  now,  at  a  conservative  valuation,  property  worth  Rs.  75,000. 

Schools. — The  Baldwin  High  Schools  have  had  a  quietly  prosperous  year, 
and  have  closed  for  vacation  with  a  fairly  good  increase  in  the  numbers  on  the 
rolls  as  compared  with  last  year.  Our  ambition  is  to  make  these  schools  not  only 
agencies  for  secular  education,  but  also  centres  of  moral  and  religious  influence 
among  the  young  of  the  community.  During  the  year  over  100  famine  boys 
and  girls  have  been  added  to  our  Orphanages  in  Kolar.  Both  the  boys’  and 
girls’  schools  report  progress  and  are  a  feature  of  strength  in  our  vernacular 
work.  We  anticipate  that  God  will  call  and  equip  for  spiritual  work  many  of 
these  young  people,  hence  those  in  charge  are  realizing  their  responsibility  and 
their  opportunity.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  Tamil  Girls’  Orphanage  in 
Madras.  I  shall  be  thankful  when  the  Tamil  Boys’  Orphanage  emerges  from 
its  rather  protracted  embryo  stage,  and  developes  sturdy  growth  and  enlarged 
usefulness. 

Industries. — On  account  of  Dr.  Rudisill’s  continued  absence  from  India, 
Bro.  Tindale  has  faithfully  superintended  the  Methodist  Publishing  House 
in  Madras  this  year.  Prosperity  has  been  enjoyed.  Ample  work  has  been 
forthcoming  for  Printing,  Binding,  Photo-engraving,  and  Electro-typing 
departments.  The  Press  still  sustains  its  reputation  for  first  class  work,  and 
is  receiving  wide  patronage.  It  is  paying  its  way,  and  when  free  from  the 
incubus  of  debt  will  render  many  sided  service  to  our  work  in  South  India. 
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The  letter  from  Dr.  Kudisill  to  this  Conference  unfolds  the  prospects  of  the 
Press,  and  when  his  plans  are  brought  to  fruition,  as  in  God’s  Providence  they 
ultimately  will,  this  enterprise  will  be  indeed  a  benediction,  both  financially 
and  evangelistically. 

The  various  phases  of  industrial  operations  superintended  by  Bro.  Hollister 
in  and  around  Kolar  have  developed,  so  far  as  famine  and  hard  times  have 
permitted.  These  have  embarrassed,  but  have  not  prevented  growth.  With 
the  return  of  normal  seasons,  year  by  year  will  these  industries  increasingly 
yield  financial  returns.  Already  the  support  of  orphans  is  being  obtained 
therefrom. 

There  is  a  spiritual  aspect  to  the  work  of  both  the  Press  in  Madras,  and 
the  Industries  in  Kolar.  In  the  present  stage  of  growth  attained  by  our  Chris¬ 
tian  community,  not  only  Christians,  but  also  numbers  of  non-Christians  are 
helped  to  employment,  and  are  brought  under  direct  spiritual  influences  daily. 
Thus  do  these  Industries  become  definite  evangelistic  agencies. 

Woman’s  Foreign  Missionary  Society. — The  operations  of  this  Society 
are  so  much  in  evidence  in  two  out  of  the  three  important  centres  of  our  work 
on  this  District,  that  no  report  of  the  District  would  be  complete  without  some 
reference  to  them.  In  Madras  and  in  Kolar  work  has  been  carried  on  vigor¬ 
ously  and  successfully  in  all  the  various  ways,  in  which  ladies  are  so  much  at 
home  in  rendering  service.  We  still  await  reinforcements  for  Bangalore.  God 
is  manifestly  sealing  the  service  of  His  handmaidens,  and  with  them  we  rejoice 
in  their  success,  at  the  same  time  heartily  sympathising  with  them  in  the 
difficulties  which  are  characteristic  of  their  responsible  and  varied  work. 

We  close  the  old  Century  with  Ebenezer  as  our  glad  refrain.  We  face  the 
new  Century  strong  in  Him  who  has  led  and  will  lead. 


RAICHUR  DISTRICT. 

D.  0.  Ernsberger,  Presiding  Elder. 

In  the  month  of  February,  1884,  two  missionaries  with  two  native  orphan 
boys  set  out  from  Yadgiri  station  by  bullock  cart  for  Shorapur,  a  town  30  miles 
distant,  to  open  up  work  among  the  Kanarese  people  of  H.  H.  the  Nizam’s 
Dominions.  On  the  morning  of  the  third  day  they  assayed  to  enter  the 
military  cantonment  of  Shorapur,  as  they  had  been  informed  by  friends  in 
Hyderabad  that  they  were  to  be  put  up  for  a  time  by  the  Commander  of  the 
station.  Through  these  same  friends,  tents,  servants  and  conveyances  had 
been  sent  a  week  before  by  the  Commander  to  Yadgiri  station  to  take  these 
two  humble  missionaries  to  Shorapur  in  fine  style  ;  but  they  had  been  delayed 
in  Hyderabad  waiting  for  a  certain  permit  from  Government  to  proceed  to  the 
Kanarese  country  to  carry  on  their  work  as  missionaries.  While  thus  waiting 
in  Hyderabad,  they  not  only  lost  their  opportunity  of  proceeding  to  Shorapur 
in  Government  style,  but  also  their  privilege  of  being  entertained  in  the  home 
of  the  Commander ;  for  the  news  of  the  movements  of  these  two  missionaries 
had  reached  military  headquarters,  and  when  they  arrived  at  Shorapur  they 
were  met  near  the  limits  of  the  cantonment  by  the  Commander,  who  had  been 
out  with  his  regiment  for  drill,  with  the  information  that  he  had  received  strict 
orders  that  the  missionaries  were  not  to  be  allowed  inside  the  cantonment. 
So  these  two  disappointed  missionaries  sat  down  near  a  well  and  thought  of 
what  might  have  been  if  they  had  only  come  a  week  earlier,  and  of  how,  after 
all,  it  would  be  better  for  them  to  be  in  the  town  near  the  people  for  whose 
sakes  they  had  come  than  to  be  so  far  away  as  the  Cammander’s  place  was. 
After  praying  and  thanking  God  that  things  were  no  worse  than  they  were, 
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and  after  partaking  of  a  good  breakfast  which  was  sent  to  them  by  the  good 
wife  of  the  Commander,  they  were  escorted  to  the  old  palace  of  the  former 
rajas  of  Shorapur,  where,  they  were  told,  they  might  put  up  for  the  present. 

Thus  was  the  beginning  of  what  is  now  called  the  Raichur  District,  but 
was  then  known  as  the  Lingsugur  Kanarese  Mission.  The  two  missionaries 
were  the  Rev.  S.  P.  Jacobs  and  the  first  Presiding  Elder  of  the  District  in 
question.  After  two  years  Bro.  Jacobs  was  transferred  to  Hyderabad,  leaving 
my  wife  and  me  alone  in  this  large  circuit. 

From  the  first  it  was  intended  to  include  in  the  Kanarese  Mission  all  that 
portion  of  H.  H.  the  Nizam’s  Dominions  in  which  the  Kanarese  language  is 
spoken,  a  territory  about  200  miles  in  length  with  an  average  breadth  of  about 
60  miles,  having  an  area  of  12,000  square  miles,  and  a  population  of  a  little  less 
than  2,000,000. 

In  this  vast  territory  we  have  five  stations  and  six  out-stations.  We  have 
of  all  grades,  including  missionaries,  26  workers  in  the  District.  In  addition  to 
these  we  have  8  students  in  our  training  School  in  Raichur. 

We  have  two  boarding  schools,  one  for  boys  and  one  for  girls,  with  88 
scholars.  There  are  six  day  schools  and  eight  Sunday  schools. 

Village  preaching  has  been  kept  up  in  most  of  our  circuits  with  the  very 
best  of  attention  on  the  part  of  the  people.  Our  colportage  has  resulted  in  the 
sale  of  over  1,400  copies  of  the  Scriptures  in  various  forms,  mostly  portions. 
These  life-giving  messages  are  doing  their  silent  but  effectual  work  in  many 
hearts  in  this  District. 

We  have  a  Christian  community  of  over  500,  all  of  whom  have  been  brought 
in  since  the  year  1898.  Up  to  that  time  there  had  not  been  an  indigenous 
convert  within  the  bounds  of  what  is  now  the  Raichur  District.  From  that 
time  up  to  a  year  or  two  ago  there  had  been  a  steady  growth  until  we  had 
reached  the  number  mentioned  above.  We  then  found  that  we  had  proceeded 
faster  with  baptisms  than  we  could  follow  up  with  pastors  and  teachers.  We 
have,  therefore,  called  a  halt,  at  least  in  some  circuits,  until  such  time  as  we 
shall  have  suitable  men  to  follow  up  the  baptisms.  Thereafter  I  trust  we  shall 
have  grace  to  resist  the  temptation  to  receive  more  people  than  we  can  properly 
care  for.  So  far  as  we  are  able  to  judge  from  present  indications,  there  will  be 
but  little  difficulty  in  getting  converts  as  fast  as  we  are  able  to  care  for  them. 
There  was  a  time  in  our  history  when  this  was  not  the  case,  but  when  it  seemed 
impossible  to  get  people  of  any  caste  to  come  out  and  confess  Christ. 

Famine,  though  not  in  the  acute  stage,  has  been  in  our  midst.  We  have, 
therefore,  had  to  assist  a  number  of  our  Christians  in  various  ways.  In 
consequence  of  famine  we  have  not  been  able  to  press  the  matter  of  self-support 
as  we  should  like  to  have  done.  We  have  not  been  able  to  raise  the  amount 
apportioned  to  the  District. 

The  work  of  the  W.  F.  M.  Society  has  been  earned  on  in  Gulbarga  by 
Miss  Ernsberger  and  her  assistants.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  Miss  Ernsberger 
was  in  charge  of  the  school,  and  that  there  was  an  unprecedented  amount  of 
sickness  in  the  school  and  compound,  the  outside  medical  work  was  a  good 
deal  hindered.  The  work  of  this  Society  needs  to  be  strengthened  in  this 
District.  The  women  among  our  converts  are  more  backward  in  leaving  off 
all  superstitious  practices  than  the  men  and  hence  need  more,  rather  than  less, 
instruction  than  the  men.  But  as  it  now  is  they  receive  much  less.  Until 
this  state  of  things  is  remedied,  there  cannot  be  much  hope  of  a  vigorous,  native 
Church.  This  part  of  the  work  naturally  falls  largely  to  the  W.  F.  M.  Society. 

On  the  whole  the  work  of  the  District  is  in  a  hopeful  condition.  With 
profound  gratitude  to  God  for  his  loving  kindness  and  tender  mercies  during 
the  past  year,  we  look  forward  to  the  coming  year  with  expectations  of  great 
spiritual  blessing  and  much  precious  fruit. 
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Reports  of  Committees. 


I.  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THEOLOGICAL  AND 

TRAINING  SCHOOLS. 

Your  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  Conference  to  consider 
the  question  of  the  organization  of  Theological  and  Training  Schools  reports  as 
follows  : — 

I.  The  members  of  the  Committee  were  agreed  on  the  following  points,  viz. 

(1)  That  there  is  urgent  need  for  such  institutions  at  the  present 

stage  of  development  of  our  work. 

(2)  That  there  should  be  no  unnecessary  delay  in  taking  steps  to 

establish  such  institutions  in  our  Conference  and  that  a  Com¬ 
mittee  should  be  appointed  to  represent  the  matter  to  the  home 
church  with  a  view  to  securing  financial  aid  in  founding  the  same. 

II.  The  members  of  the  Committee  were  not  agreed  as  to  the  number  of 
such  schools  that  are  required,  some  believing  that  the  needs  of  a  field  of  so 
great  extent  and  of  such  diversity  of  languages  could  not  be  met  by  a  single 
institution  while  others  thought  that  one  school,  if  located  with  special  refer¬ 
ence  to  these  points,  could  be  made  to  meet  the  demands  for  many  years. 

III.  No  agreement  was  reached  on  the  question  of  location  but  it  was  felt 
that  great  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  settlement  of  this  question  and  that 
the  claims  of  all  places  that  might  be  suggested  should  be  most  carefully 
considered.

IV.  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

The  report  of  this  Committee  for  1899  gave  expression  to  a  reason  for 
rejoicing  over  the  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars.  Your  Committee  for 
1900  has  occasion  to  emphasize  the  need  for  gratification,  since  the  statistics 
disclose  an  increase  on  the  increase,  that  is,  there  are  over  300  scholars  more 
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in  our  Sunday  schools  than  were  reported  last  year.  Though  not  much  of  an 
increase,  still  we  are  thankful  even  for  these  signs  of  growth. 

Your  Committee  desires  to  draw  attention  to  the  many  facilities  now 
available  in  the  form  of  Sunday  school  helps.  Not  least  among  these  are  the 
little  picture  cards  illustrating  the  lesson  subject,  which  may  be  employed  for 
instruction  as  well  as  attraction.  Very  special  stress  ought  to  be  laid  on  the 
necessity  of  organization  in  Sunday  schools.  An  indifferent  occasional  beating 
up  of  a  crowd,  gathering  them  under  a  tree,  singing  to  them,  and  giving  them 
a  little  scriptural  instruction  cannot  properly  be  called  a  Sunday  school.  The 
Superintendent,  whoever  he  or  she  be,  ought  to  aim  at  the  classification  of 
scholars  and  the  use  of  a  register  in  which  all  the  names  of  children  shall  be 
enrolled.  It  may  be  assumed  that  these  remarks  do  not  apply  to  English 
Sunday  schools  ;  but  it  must  be  admitted  that  a  great  lack  in  the  matter  of 
organization  is  likely  to  exist  with  reference  to  village  Sunday  schools.  The 
village  Sunday  school  Superintendent  should  be  furnished  with  a  simple  register 
ruled  with  the  necessary  columns  in  which  he  can  enter  the  names  and  attend¬ 
ance  of  all  in  his  school,  and  it  will  help  him  to  have  the  register  examined  at 
least  once  a  quarter,  say  at  the  Quarterly  Conference,  just  to  ensure  precision 
and  accuracy. 

For  purposes  of  uniformity  the  International  Sunday  school  leaf  and  the 
catechism  should  be  made  the  basis  of  instruction  in  all  our  Sunday  schools 
urban  or  rural,  with  a  suitable  adaptation  of  the  same  to  the  conditions 
of  the  latter.

VI.  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  there  is  ground  for  thankfulness  to  God,  that 
with  an  increasingly  oppressive  paucity  of  workers  in  every  department  of 
our  work  and  with  new  openings  multiplying  upon  us,  there  is  still  a  substantial 
gain  in  the  total  number  of  Christians  within  our  borders  of  nearly  200. 

There  is  no  doubt  further  that  there  is  a  gratifying  improvement  in  the 
spiritual  condition  of  the  churches  ;  especially  is  this  true  of  the  native  churches. 

But  stern  necessity  bids  expediency  in  urging  upon  us  the  supreme 
importance  of  making  the  utmost  of  all  available  working  material  and 
money  within  our  reach  in  the  Conference.  We  would  urge  the  judicious  but 
wider  use  of  the  individual  members  of  our  churches  in  some  and  many  forms  of 
Christian  work.  We  would  urge  the  importance  of  every  possible  effort  to  lead 
our  brethren  and  sisters  up  to  a  Pentecostal  experience  and  devotion  to  the 
saving  of  the  lost. 
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We  would  urge  the  importance  of  our  pastors  so  explicitly  expounding  the 
scope  and  blessedness  of  a  full  realization  of  the  Christians’  stewardship  and 
making  loving,  faithful  efforts,  that  every  individual  member  of  our  Church 
shall  systematically  and  regularly  contribute  something  to  the  cause  of  God. 
We  would  recommend  that  careful  attention  be  given  to  the  wrork  being 
done  in  our  Sunday  schools  and  Epworth  League.  Observation  compels  the 
conclusion  that  these  institutions  are  training  schools  as  well  as  spheres  of 
labor  for  the  young  in  our  Church.  The  pastor’s  presence  and  co-operation  adds 
impetus  and  spiritual  character  to  their  value  in  the  Church.  They  should  be 
strong  battalions  under  his  command. 

We  are  glad  to  note  the  blessing  of  God  upon  our  English  schools  and 
not  alone  upon  ours  but  those  of  all  our  Indian  Conferences.  We  would 
recommend  that  Presiding  Elders  and  Principals  be  affectionately  urged  to 
devise  some  distinctly  missionary  measures  in  these  schools  calculated  to  create 
missionary  interest  and  excite  missionary  ambition  in  the  hearts  of  our  young 
men  and  women.  Perhaps  a  monthly  missionary  meeting,  the  placing  in  the 
hands  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  missionary  reading,  an  occasional  lecture  or 
address  by  some  live  missionary,  would  do  to  begin  with.  Some  definite  effort 
for  the  implanting  and  developing  of  the  missionary  spirit,  we  earnestly  recom¬ 
mend.  Something  the  Spirit  of  God  can  use  in  the  hearts  of  our  young  people. 

We  would  recommend  in  view  of  our  overwhelming  responsibilities,  needs 
and  opportunities,  the  observance  in  the  early  morning  of  a  half  hour  of  prayer, 
daily  from  this  day  forth  on  the  part  of  every  member  of  Conference.  God’s 
ear  is  not  heavy,  His  hand  is  not  short  and  He  would  be  inquired  of  by  us. 
Who  can  tell  what  God  will  do  for  us. 

Our  present  burdens  and  needs  are  no  accidents  in  God’s  economy.  Not 
less  than  twelve  missionaries  and  one  hundred  Indian  workers  are  sorely  needed 
to  enable  us  to  worthily  enter  the  doors  God  has  led  us  to  the  threshold  of.  Your 
Committee  is  moved  by  a  conviction  that  do  we  in  one  spirit  increasingly 
supplicate  the  throne  of  God,  the  Holy  Spirit  will  find  the  missionaries  and 
Indian  workers  and  all  other  needful  accessories. 

Has  not  the  time  come  when  we  should  seek  more  earnestly  to  prevail 
with  God.  We  would  affectionately  urge  our  Indian  brethren  in  Conference 
to  look  less  to  the  missionary  and  more  to  God.  We  fear  some  of  our 
Brethren  doubt  that  God  will  hear  them.  So,  too  largely  with  asking  the 
missionary,  they  stop.  We  would  urge  our  brethren  to  bravely  look  out  over 
the  work,  both  being  done  and  possible,  and  plead  its  every  want  without 
ceasing  before  God.  He  is  no  respecter  of  persons.  Your  Committee  rejoices 
in  the  promise  of  the  20th  Century  Movement  and  urges  earnest,  incessant 
prayer  that  a  great  revival  may  come  in  every  part  of  our  Conference  this  year.

VII.  TEMPERANCE. 

Your  Committee  is  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  we  need  to  appre¬ 
ciate  and  maintain  our  unique,  solitary  position  in  India  as  a  Total  Abstinence 
Mission.  There  are  many  indications  that  our  position  and  example  is  having 
a  beneficial  influence  upon  other  missions.  But  the  persistence  with  which  the 
Abkari  Departments  of  the  Governments  above  us,  are  operated,  extending 
their  agencies  into  every  nook  and  corner  of  the  land,  make  it  increasingly 
necessary  that  we  use  all  diligence  in  teaching  and  guarding  our  people  and 
lifting  our  voice  against  the  evil.  We  would  heartily  commend  the  work  of 
the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  in  the  Temperance  field. 
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Workers  are  continually  drifting  into  our  midst  from  other  missions,  where 
total  abstinence  is  not  insisted  upon.  We  would  discourage  the  employment, 
in  any  capacity,  of  such  workers  who  do  not  become,  if  they  are  not,  total 
abstainers  from  the  use  of  intoxicants  and  tobacco. 

We  would  urge  careful  pains  being  taken  by  all  pastors  in  explicitly  in¬ 
doctrinating  our  people,  and  especially  the  children  of  our  Sunday  schools  on 
the  evils  of  the  use  of  liquor  and  tobacco. 

While  as  yet  our  Discipline  does  not  prohibit  the  use  of  tobacco  by  members 
of  our  Church,  yet  inasmuch  as  we  know  the  use  of  tobacco  to  be  physically 
injurious  and  unclean,  and,  further,  that  its  common  use  among  our  Indian 
people,  is  a  serious  tax  upon  their  slender  resources,  available  for  God’s 
cause,  we  would  urge  affectionate  and  persistent  effort  to  persuade  our 
grown-up  people  to  abandon  the  use  of  tobacco  and  to  keep  the  young  from  ever 
beginning  its  use.  Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  our  God-given  liberty  in 
this  matter.

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Whereas ,  uniformity  in  subjects  and  methods  of  instruction  in  our  schools  is 
eminently  desirable,  and  whereas  such  uniformity  is  not  possible  in  all  branches 
of  education,  your  Board  suggests  that  in  the  matter  of  Scripture  the  interna¬ 
tional  Sunday  school  lesson  leaf,  and  the  catechism  of  the  M.  E.  Church  be  made 
the  basis  of  all  religious  instruction  with  such  addition  and  adaptation  of  the 
former  as  may  seem  desirable  in  the  judgment  of  each  Manager  or  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  a  school. 

Whereas,  some  method  is  desirable  by  which  the  growth  and  efficiency  of 
our  schools  should  be  ascertained  and  reported  to  the  Board  of  Education,  the 
Board  suggests  that  one  or  more  of  its  members  be  required  to  visit  the  schools 
within  the  South  India  Conference  bounds  and  inspect  the  classes  at  work 
and  inquire  into  the  curricula  in  use  in  our  schools,  that  these  visits  be  annual 
and  the  reports  of  the  inspection  be  recorded  for  future  reference  and  compa¬ 
rison. 

Whereas,  the  Baldwin  Schools  are  an  important  religious  as  well  as  educa¬ 
tional  adjunct  of  the  South  India  Conference  and  that  the  furtherance  of  the 
interests  of  the  one  is  a  furtherance  of  the  interests  of  the  other. 

Resolved,  that  the  attention  of  each  Pastor  and  Missionary  be  drawn  to, 
and  co-operation  be  invited  towards  securing  scholars  for  these  schools.
